S E T B A C K FOR IRRIGATION. 


N eb rask a’s Suprem e Court R en ders an 


Im p o rta n t D ecision . 
Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 19.—The supreme 
court yesterday handed down a decision 
which in effect declares the irrigation 
law passed by the last legislature is 
unconstitutional in so far as it perm its 
the utilization of w ater in all rivers and 
stream s in the state. The enactm ent of 
previous legislatures on the same sub­ 
ject is included in the decision, and in 
the opinion of Senator W. F. Akers, 
the fram er of the irrigation law, it vir­ 
tually kills all irrigation projects in 
the state. 
By this decison, according 
to Mr. Akers, the simple objection of a 
m ill owner is sufficient to close any of 
the ditches now operated in the arid 
regions.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 19.—H alf a 
million dollars in buildings and m er­ 
chandise went up in flames and smoke 
yesterday as the result of one of 
the most disastrous and stubborn fires 
in the history of Indianapolis, and parts 
of several blocks, including some of the 
finest buildings in the city, are in ruins. 
cr badly damaged. 
Valuable stocks 
had to be flooded with water, to an 
enormous loss, to prevent their total 
destruction and a wider spread of the 
fire. 
The fire started at 6 o’clock on the 
third floor of the five-story stone and 
brick building on W ashington street, 
between Meridian and Pennsylvania 
streets, ow’ned by A. B. Pettis and oc­ 
cupied by Eastm an, Schleicher Sc Co. 
It soon had great headway, and all the 
resources of the city fire departm ent 
were at once called into play to com­ 
bat what was certain to prove a dis­ 
astrous blaze. 
In spite of the quick 
wrork and hard fighting of the firemen 
the flames spread rapidly, and it was 
several hours before they w’ere suffi­ 
ciently under control to quiet fears that 
the entire business district m ight be 
burned. 
Following are the buildings entire­ 
ly burned or badly damaged: 
A. B. 
P ettis building, five stories, occupied by 
Eastm an, Schleicher 
Sc Co. 
w’ith a 
china and furniture store; Indiana Na­ 
tional Bank building; Condit building,

The Indiana Bank building is com­ 
pletely w’recked. 
The banking-room 
had recently been remodeled at a cost 
of about $60,CJO. 
The great vault in the Indiana Na­ 
tional bank, which is situated in the 
rear of the building and fronting on 
Pearl street, contains nearly $2,000,000 
in cash. 
The flames licked 
clean 
everything around it, but the money is 
believed to be safe. 
The fire in the W estern Union build­ 
ing was placed under control about 9:30 
a. rn. The instrum ents in the operating 
room were destroyed and the battery 
floor, just above, was burned away. The 
F lire building w’as w’ater-soaked and 
the many offices w’ere damaged in vari­ 
ous sums. The tw’o buildings that are

Our Ability 


G eneva’s G reat F ountain. 
The fountain that the municipality 
of Geneva has recently established at 
the entrance of the port of that city is 
certainly the largest fountain that ex 
ists upon the surface of the globe, since 
it is no less than 300 feet in height. 
It 
may be seen from a great distance in 
clear weather, detaching itself like a 
great white sail flapping through the 
effects of the wind. 
The city of Geneva 
possesses a most complete distribution 
of water under pressure, the motive 
power for which is obtained from an ar­ 
tificial fall established upon the Rhone 
at the point of the lake. The water for 
domestic purposes and for the running 
of certain motors is raised to a height 
of 215 feet above the level of the lake. 
For the distribution of motive force it 
is raise J to a height of 460 feet. 
The 
reservoir is an open-air one, and is sit­ 
uated upon the top of Liessingers, at a 
distance of three miles from the turbine 
'building. A very ingenious regulator, 
invented by Mr. Turrettini, assures the 
uniformity of pressure in the piping. 
The lengh of the first pipe line is about 
forty miles, and that of the second 
about sixty. It is with this latter that 
the fountain conduit is connected. The 
latter is set in play only on Sundays. 
It is sometimes set in operation also 
on week days, in the evening. Instead 
of a single jet of great height, several 
are then utilized that do not rise so 
high. 
Powerful electric light projec­ 
tors, placed in a structure near by, 
brightly illuminate them with their 
rays of varied colors, which transform 
them into a luminous fountain of the 
most beautiful aspect.

Rook, although sick enough to die, 
tried to walk four m iles to his farm 
home. 
Two hours later he was found be­ 
side the road with blood-soaked cloth­ 
ing, having fallen from exhaustion, 
and suffered a severe hemorrhage. 
Now he is fighting the disease with 
chances good for his recovery, while 
the fam ily are living in the barn so as 
not to get the scourge. 
Young Rook is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hyatt Rook who live on the Sex­ 
ton farm four and a half miles from 
Janesville on the Evansville road. 
He 
had been com plaining of not feeling 
w ell of late, but would not admit that 
he was sick. 
Finally 
his mother 
thought he had better see a doctor, 
and brought the lad to Janesville. 
After putting up the horses, he said 
that he would go and see a physician 
w hile she went to visit her mother, 
Mrs. Case, corner of Franklin and 
Center streets, and they parted. Rook 
w ent to Dr. Sutherland’s office. 
H%<1 M alignant D iphtheria. 
“ Doctor, I am not feeling 
Rook said and it didn’t take the 
c ist a long to find out'that he had told 
the truth. 
“ You have a very bad case of diph­ 
theria,” said the doctor and you must 
go straight home and g o to bed.” 
Rook took this rather startling an­ 
nouncement cooly and said he would 
do so. 
Leaving the doctor’s office he 
walked to the home of Mrs. Case, but 
refused to enter the house calling to 
them that he would walk home rather 
than to give the disease to h i6 mother. 
They 
argued w ith him in vain, ha 
d eem in g positively 
to ride, 
and 
started 
out 
on 
foot. 
Then 
Mrs. 
Rook 
went 
to the doctor's office and found that 
the lad had told the truth. 
The doc­ 
tor also told her of the danger the lad 
was in from attem pting to walk home, 
so his mother hurried to overtake him. 
She did not m eet him anywhere on the 
road home, and when she got home 
learned that he had not yet arrived. 
Then she was very much worried and 
retraced her steps in search of him, 
finally finding him beside the road, 
not far from the house,suffering from 
the hemorrhage. 
He was at once 
taken home and made comfortable in 
the house, w hile the family moved in 
the barn to evade contagion. 
At lase 
accounts young Rook was doing nice 
ly, as his pluck is something no ordi 
nary disease can conquer. 
A nother Case -of

Ville, who had been feeling ill, was 
brought to Dr. Edden’s office for exam 
ination this afternoon, and the doctor 
at once pronounced the case diphthe 
ria.

Mrs. Charles Downing, who

been confined to her home in the town 
of Janesville, with tho same disease, 
is reported as being much better. 
Little Lydia, the thirteen-m onths’ 
old child of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Baggs, 3G0 South Academy street,died 
early yesterday morning of diphthe­ 
ria. 
Not until Sunday was the little 
one taken 6ick, but the pitiless dis­ 
ease did its work rapidly and death 
finally ended the babe’s suffering. The 
interment was made in Oak Hill ceme­ 
tery last evening, the services being 
stoictly private.

Attorney Sloan Is Now In Milwaukee 
Looking Up United States Court 
Records and the Action, Proper, 
W ill Be Begun At the N ext Term 
of the Circuit Court. 


Another suit in the “ Richardson 
wLl case” series w ill be begun in the 
circuit court at its next sitting, and 
Attorney Henry S. 
Sloan is now in 
Milwaukee looking up the records. 
J. M. Bostwick w ill be the defend­ 
ant, and tbs claim is against the prop­ 
erty now occupied as a store by J. M. 
Bostwick p& Sons, on South Main 
street, and valued at 925,000. 
The 
investigations 
of 
Attorney 
Sloan are being made in the United 
States court, and yesterday the deposi­ 
tion of Clerk Kurtz was taken to iden­ 
tify papers which were filed in collat­ 
eral suits connected with the Richard­ 
son estate forty years ago. 
The suit is entitled Adam R. Rich­ 
ardson vs. Joseph Bostwick et a1., and 
is but one of similar actions, 
having 
been selected as a test case. 
The 
plaintiff is the youngest son of the 
ate Daniel A. Richardson, one of the 
earliest settlers of Rock county. 
The 
question involved arises over an ad­ 
ministrator's sale of land that was 
owned by Richardson. 
The estate 
was administered over forty years 
ago and the claim is now set up that 
all the proceedings in administration 
were void, for the reason that the 
court ordering the administration had 
o jurisdiction. 
Frand is charged, in 
that the administrator bid in the prop­ 
erty at the sale. 
Daniel E. Richardson, the father of 
the plaintiff in this case, was one of 
the pioneer settlers of Bock county, 
and a well known figure in early Wis­ 
consin history. 
Mr. Richardson wes 
a contractor as w ell as farmer and 
built the first court house of R od 
county, and also did part of the work 
on the first capital bnilding at Madi­ 
son. 
He died a very wealthy man, 
leaving real estate in Bock, Racine, 
Green and Iowa counties. 
It is the 
ti*le to this property that is now in 
question, and the suit against Mr 
Bostwick is but one of many either 
pending or to be brought later on.
